“Or it maty be that the forgiving 
of the European debt seems to halt;

Washington, February 7.—It waa 
with a sense of disMay,.and alarm 
that I read the report of the address 
by a prominent official of the Brit- 
ish government to,@ numbér of 
newspaper correspondents on the 
subject of Anglo-American rela- 
tions. 3 

Although there isa strong plea 
for closer understanding and friend- 
ship between our two peoples, it 
seems to me, on second thought, 
as well ag from first thought, ta 
be amazipgly hazardous and unwise 
to arouse éven the suspicion of the 
possibility that there is an actual 
spirit of hostility between ope 
nation and another of so grave a 
character that it might’ lead to 
war. 

“Nothing But Friendship” 

The sensation caused ‘by such 
words, uttered in such a place, so 
officially, is bound to stir up 
unpleasant and painful controversy 
and may have the effect of persua- 


ding the British people ag well as 
Americans that there is a real and 
dangerous hostility on the other 
Side, threatening the peace of the 
world. '

No Trace of Hatred 


So it is in America. There are

that if the Irish problem could be 
solved there would be no cause of 
dislike between us. 

Even in regard to the Irish prob- 
lem I find mos eople ret Sap 
with. the extraordinary difficulties 
and not.at all inclined to accept 
the extreme action of passionate 
Sinn Feiners, or to syihpathize 
with their endeavor to drive a 
knife into Anglo-American § rela- 
tions.

he said. “I find that Londoriers and 
the English genérally do not appre- 
ciate the fact that their interests 
are linked with American industry.

TROUBLE IN VIRGINA 


Senator Johnson Introduces 
Resolution on West Vir- 
ginia Coal Row. 


Washington, February 7.—Inves- 
tigation of West Virginia coal 
mining troubles was proposed to- 
day in a resolution offered by Sen- 
ator Johnson, republican, Califor- 
nia, but the advisability of the 
step was questioned by Chairman 
Kenyon, of the senate labor com- 
mittee, which would make the in- 
quiry. 

Senator Kenyon said he was not 
opposed to the resolution, but that 
nothing could be accomplished by 
the investigation during the pres- 
ent session of the senate. Senator 
Johnson agreed to change the ref- 
erence of the resolution to the 
— committee to consider its 
cost. 

Under terms of the proposal, the 
senate would “authorize and di- 
rect” an investigation into condi- 
tions prevailing in the Mingo, 
Logan, McDowell and other West 
Virginia fields, to ascertain the 
necessity of holding federal troops 
there, whether “armed forces are 
employed by private individuals,” 
and, if so, whether the practice is 
good public policy; whether “citi- 
zens are being tried and convicted 
contrary to the constitution and 
Statutes of the Unitd States; 
whether “postal facilities have 
been interfered with,” and whether 
the difficulties are caused by law- 
ful attempts to organize’ labor 
unions.

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WARNS OF BANKRUPTCY 
UNLESS WORLDDISARMS 


Mondell Says Many Impor- 
tant Nations Cannot Stand 
the Money Burden. 


Washington, February 7,-—An 
international agreement for liqu!- 
dation of armaments is absolutely 
essential to the avoidante of bank- 
ruptcy by some of the more impor- 
tant nations of the world. Repre- 
sentative Mondell of Wyoming, 
republican leader, declared today 
before the house naval committee, 

If an agreement ifs not rached in 
th near future. Mr. Mondell said, 


the fault will be that of America 
as in former days the fault was 
that of Germany. 

“The fault will be. ours,” he said, 
“because a8 we are the only great 
nation which could maintain enor- 
mous establishments on land and 
bankruptcy, without 
being condemned to bear indef!i- 
nitely and add to today’s frightful 
load of national! debt, it is our duty 
to lead the way toward relief from 
the present and future burdens of 
war-like expenditures, which, irk- 
some and oppressive to us, would 
be unbearable to other nations. 

Duty to Lead 

“More than that, it is our duty 
to lead the way, because strangely 
enough we are the only’ great 
nation that since the world war 
has taken a position favorable to 
the increase rather than the 
decrease of armaments and war- 
like expenditures, and the one 
nation in which I fear there Is a 
really dangerous sentiment in fa- 
vor of increases rather than decreas- 
es of mllitary establishments; a 
sentiment limited, it is true, to the 
number of people openly avowing 
it, but a sentiment nevertheless 
deeply, planted, shrewdly, calculat- 
ine and very persistent. 

Mr. Mondell attacked the execu- 
tive departments of the govern- 
ment for their advocacy of increased 
naval and military forces and 
assailed. particularly Secretary Dan- 
iels’ proposal for a navy second to 
none. 

“We have not followed Secretary 
Daniels’ ambitious program,” he 
said, “we shall not follow it. But 
that program !{s a message that 
goes out to all the world from 
alleged peace-loving, non-militaris- 
tic America as the official 
announcement of the administra- 
tion, accepted abroad as a mandate 
to, if not an expression of the will 
og purpose of the American peo- 
ple. 

England’s Good Sense 


“It is true that the government 
of Japan, stirred and spurred by 
the jingo sentiment of the minority 
opposition, was compelled to and 
did make an announcement of a 
plan and program of naval con- 
struction which,. while small com- 
pared to ours, was practically 
Impossible of accomplishment in 
the condition of the industries, the 
trade and the finances of the 
nation.

“Ag to England, her statesmen 
and her people have had the good 
sense to decline to be carried off 
their feet or impoverished in their 
resources @#y an effort to imitate or 
follow the fantastic program out- 
lined by the administration. 

“] am glad to.know that there 
are many voices raised in favor of 
the checking of the growth of mil- 
itarism. It argues well for the 
future. I have a suspicion, howev- 
er, that all of. the voices we have 
heard raised in favor of interna- 
tional agreements are not wholly 
sincere. I cannot help being suspi- 
cious of a certain class of people 
who feverishly urge international 
agreements for disarmament. Com- 
plete disarmament is not possible 
and one of the most effective ways 
in which to head off, thwart, side-

ifestly impracticable way.

Soldiers’ Hospital Bill 
Passes House, and New 
Construction Will Be 
Made in Several Cities. 


Washington, February 7.—Two 
big relief measures were put 
through the house in a hurry today 
and a third beaten by a slight mar- 
gin. Called up under suspension of 
rules, & proceeding which required 
a two-thirds vote on passage, the 
thirteen million dollar soldier hos- 
pital bill was passed by a rising 
vote and the one hundred million 
dollar road fund appropriation won 
with votes to spare. 

The big upset of the day Wag the 
defeat of the Winstow. bill to per- 
mit partia] payments to railroads 
under the guaranty settion of the 
transportation act. Backed almost 
solidly by republicans, it was kill- 
ed because two members did not 
shout answers when their names 
were called. Democrats lind up 
almost as a‘unit against the meas- 
ure, and criticised the republicans 
for attempting to rush it through 
with debate limited and no oppor. 
tunity for amendment. . 

The defeat of the Winslow bill 
today, however, was only tempora- 
ry, for after failing to receive the 
necessary two-thirds vote, the house 
rules committee reported a rule 
which provides for its considera- 
tion tomorrow immediately after 
the house convenes. The vote today 
was 220 to 111, which line-up if 
maintained tomorrow easily will 
give the measure the simple major- 
ity that then only will be needed. 

Passage by the house of the .bill 
appropriating funds for the hospit- 
alization of disabled service men 
was followed by the adoption of 
Similar legislation by the senate. 
The latter went the house one bet- 
ter, however, making a tota] appru- 
priation of $78,600,000 available 
through amendments tacked on the 
sundry civil bill. 

The hospitat bill passed by the 
house provides for erection of five 
regional hospitals for sick and dis- 
abled soldiers, at a cost of $2,5v0,- 
000. each, and $500,000 for conver- 
sion into hospitals of buildings at 
Forts Walla Walla, Wash. and 
McKenzie, Wyoming. 

One of the senate’s hospital 
amendments to the sundry civil 
bill would apjécopriate $12,500,000 
for five new hospitals, the location 
to be decided by the surgeon of 
the public health gervice and the 
president, and the other would pro- 
vide $6,100,000 for the care of dis- 
abled veterans through improve- 
ments or new construction of pub- 
lic health service hospitals. The 
latter are located at Boston,. New 
York, Perryville, Md.; Norfolk, 
Whipple Barraeks, Arizona; Chica- 
x0, Lake City, Fla.;: Atlanta, Louis- 
ville, Fort ayard, New Mexico: 
Evansville, Ind.; Pittsburgh and 
Forts McKenzie Wyo® and Walla 
Walla, Washington. 

The bill passed by the house mak- 
ing an apvropriation for good roads 
would permit expenditures of one 
hundred million dollars and was 
offered as a substitute for the 
McArthur bill, which sought’ to 
appropriate that sum each year for 
the next five years.

POTTON ACREAGE 


J. J. Brown Appeals to 
Farmers to Attend Mass 
Meetings in Every Coun- 
ty of State. 


Georgia farmers were urged to 
Plant preferably one-third, and cer- 
tainly not more than half a norma! 
cotton crop,-with the remainder of 
the soil used for food and feed prod- 
ucts, in an appeal made yesterday 
by J. J. Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture, to planters throughout 
the state urging them to attend 
mass meetings to be held in every 
county on Thursday of this week 
in the interest of reducing cotton 
acreage. . : 

Commissioner Brown urges that 
the farmers of the state not only 
pass resolutions, but also appoint 
active committees to make the 
movement 100 per cent. As a result 
of this movement, he states not 
1 only will the fertility of the soil be 
aided, but it will tend to reduce 


the amount of money now going 
outside the state annually for food 
and feed products. 

From all sections of Georgia have 
come -messages to the agricultural 
department that deep interest on the 
part of farmers is being awakened. 
The proclamation of Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey, issued last week, which 
was along the same lines as the 
statement issued by Commissioner 
Brown Monday, has created inter- 
est throughout the state and causes 
A one of optimism among the 
state officials interested in the 
movement. 

Statement by Brown. 

Commissioner Brown’s statement 
follows: 

To the Farmers and Business Interests of 

Georgia: 

On next Thursday, Febru 10, you have 
been requested by Governor rsey to meet 
at your respective county sites throughout 
the state of Georgia for the purpose of 
signing pledges to reduce your cotton acré- 
ag» to not more than one-third of the total 
lands cultivated on your farms. This per- 
centage of acreage to be planted to cotton 
was worked out at the cotton meeting in 
Memphis the 5th day of last December, an 
expert statistician showing the meeting that 
not more than one-third the tillable land 
iu the cotton belt planted to cotton would 
preduce, under normal conditions, about one- 
half of a normal crop, or say, six or seven 
million bales. 

It ig not my purpose to discuss in this 
article the question of overproduction or 
the gurplus cotton now on ha but to be 
fair, I can say nothing less than if the 
markets of the world were open to cotton 
cud those in actual need of cotton clothing 
could be supplied, there would not be a sur- 
plus bale of cotton in the world. But as 
market conditions and the rate of foreign 
exchange makes the sale and distribution of 
cotton impossible for the time being, and

We are told by many expert cotton fac- 
tors that the world needs all the cotton 
that we can , but let us say to the 
planters of cotton that we have no guaran- 

e that cotton-consuming world wil 
take a full crop of cotton with the supply 
ou hand at a price equal to the cost of 
production plus a reasonable profit. On tne 
other h the gambling speculators are 


world at one-half what it will cost us to 
uce it, er from 12 to 14 cents per pound 
for next fall delivery. 

I do not subscribe to the suggestion that 
the less we make, the more we will be 
worth, but ‘it is a fact that every industrial 
institution in the civilized world curtaiis 
on when the world refuses to take 
their prodact at cost plus a reasonable prot- 
it. They never figure whether the worid 
needs thei; output: they never say that char- 
ity demands production irrespective of price; 
but, on the other hand, they say bluntly, 
and we commend them for their business 
judgement, that they will not do business 
at a loss. 

We' appeal to the farmers to put the 
world on notice that they intend to emuiate 
the people of the business world by refusing 
to grow any more cotton in 1921 than the 
eotton-consuming world will take at a price 
equal to cost of production plus a fair and 
reasonable profit. 

It has been said by many that America 
must prodnce in geufficient quantities to 
save the world from cold and hunger. This 
we are going to do, but before saving other 
countries, let ua first save the agricultural 
interests of America, thereby saving America 
as a whole to the end that we may con- 
tribute to distressed humanity thronghout 
the world. But charity, if you choose to 
call it a0, begins at home, and let us not 
forget that divine writ that says that ‘“‘he 
who will not provide for his own household 
has denied the faith and is worse than an 
infidel.’* 

Cotton Will Advance. 
If the cotton farmers show by their re- 
fusal to plant more acreage than will be 
necessary to make a one-half crop, the very 
mement that the cotton speculators and the 
ectton spinning world know this to be a 
fact, that very moment cotton will advance 
and my honest opinion is that it will not 
be long until the cotton now on hand as 
well as the futures for the new crop will be 
selling at a price commensurate with the 
cost of production. 
If the cotton-producing interests, Incliud- 
ing every line of business, as well as the 
farmers themselves, refuse to sell the cot- 
ton now on hand and refuse to produce a 
rew crop to be delivered at the prices now 
being made by future cortracts, they will 
avert the most disastrous financial calamity 
that has ever hit the south since the civil 
war, 
It has been enid by some that if the farm- 
ers sign contracts agreeing to reduce their 
acreage so as to produce only a half crop 
that they will not keep their pledge. It is 
true that in the past when they only met 
in mass meetings and only passed resolutions 
regarding acreage reductions, that many Aa 
man took advantage of those resolutions and 
increased nis acreage, but at this time, with 
such dangerous conditions surrounding us 
and after signing pledges, it would be an '!n- 
sult to every honest farmer to suggest that 
he would be so treacherous and such a siack- 
er as to go back on his pledge and under- 
take to deceive hig neighbor. 
I feel confident that the general public 
will give fnll credit to those of us who 
have been in th® thick of this fight since 
1914 for being honest and sincere when we 
tell them that we know of no other plan 
that can be put into operation in time to 
save the cotton section from financial ruin 
other than the absolute determination to 
produce but a half crop, 

Pooling of Money. 

The suggestion recently offered. by the 
fermers and business interests of Butts coun- 
ty that the farmers of the south 1 the 
money that it would take to produce an- 
other crop and buy their anticipated yieid 
for 1921 on a New Y¥ork or New Orieaus 
exchange and decline to plant a single seed 
would be the ideal thing to do if we were 
sure that the short sellers could be finan- 
cially tied up to that extent that they woud 
be forced to deliver these contracts. This 
would be fighting the devil with fire; this 
would be giving the dealers and bear manip- 
ulators of these exchanges a dose of their 
own medicine that would not cure them, but 
kill and destroy forever all gambling con- 
tracts, 
. I am ifn position to know that there are 
many farmers who have already bought their 
anticipated yield and will not plant a seed 
of cotton in 1921 and I see no objection to 
eve farmer who is financially able to 
safely margin his contracts buying his cot- 
ton instead of producing it, and especially 
at a price of one-half of what he knows 
it will cost him to produce cotton. This 
would undoubtedly be good business judg- 
ment, to say the least of it, but, as we 
feel this cannot be done for the want of 
time in sufficient volume to meet the pres- 
ent crisis, let all who can pursue that 
course, and the remainder plant so as to re- 
duce the yield and we will force the coiton- 
ecnsuming world hereafter to consult the 
growers as to the price of their cotton be- 
fore they sell jt on these so-called legitimate

Treaty of 1778

Resolution to Reduce Mil- 

itary Force to 175,000 
Enlisted Men Is Now 
Law. 


BAKER ORDERS RECRUITING 
STOPPED OVER.NATION 
Washington, February 7.—War 
Secretary Baker acted to stop re- 
cruiting through orders sent all 
recruiting officers within a few 
hours after congress had com- 
pleted adopton of the resolution 
which directs cessation of all re- 
erulting until the army is re- 
duced to 175,000 men. He dM 
not wait for official notification 
of the action of congress, com- 
pleted late in the day through a 
vote in the senate, and begin- 
ning tomorroW, no recruits will 
be accepted for the army except 
those who have served one or 
more enlistment periods. 


Washington, February 7.—The 
house resolution directinz that army 


enlistments be stopped until the 
army was reduced to 175,000 men 
became a law late today over Presi- 
dent Wilson’s veto.. The senate 
placed the resolution on the statute 
books by voting to override the 
veto. The house voted overwhelm- 
ingly to overturn the veto last Sat- 
urday. 

There was no discussion of the 
veto nor of the resolution. The 
house message announcing its ac- 
tion was called up by Senator 
Wadsworth, republican, New York, 
chairman of the military committee, 
and without ado the senate pro 
ceeded to the roll call which finally 
enacted the measure.

Washington, February 7.—(Spe- 


cial.)—It is authoritatively stated 
today that two of the leading men 
in congress who were defeated for 
re-election in the 1920 unheaval, 
will be appointed by President Har- 
ding to important commission berths 
immediately upon_their retirement 

Senator George E. Chamberlain, 
democrat, of Oregon, will be ap- 
poitned a member of the United 
States shipping board. 

On account of the crisis facing 
the American merchant marine, it is 
generally believed Mr. Sar ainey, 
after his assumption of the presi- 
dency, will lose no time in naming 
a new shipping board. In fact, 
Senator Jones, of Washington, au- 
thor of the merchant marine act, 
will recommend to the president- 
elect that this course be followed. 

The board consists of seven mem- 
bers, but none of President Wilson’s 
appointees have been confirmed. 
They are Admiral W. S. Benson, 
chairman, who is rated as an inde 
pendent democrat; F. L. Thompson, 
democrat; J. A. Donald, democrat: J. 
N. Teal, democrat; Guy D. Goff, re- 
publican; Charles Sutter, republican, 
and C. H. Rowel, republican, who 
has resigned. ;

Frequently she shook her head in 
denial] of what the government wit- 
nesses were saying. More than once 
she admonished the witnesses to 
“be careful what you say about me.”

The situation is the same that it 
always has been; no sooner is a law 
passed which permits boxing an 
the sure thing fellows, the nickel 
grabbers and the crooks get busy 
and kill it. On top of all _this 
legislative activity, partially offer- 
ed for advertising purposes or 
worse by legislators, ~comes the 
proposition for a federal law gov- 
erning all sport. 

There is no serious objection on 
the part of any sport to being gov- 
erned, but there is an intense oppo- 
sition on the part of all persons in- 
terested in sport to having sport 
dragged into politics or politics in- 
jected into sport. They do not mix 
well. 

Rickard’s Plan Imperils Sport. 

Tex Rickard’s determination to 
hold the fight between Dempsey and 
Carpentier in or near New York is 
a clear case of taking a chance of 
crabbing the entire game by seem- 
ing defiance of the will of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government. 
Governor Miller, the newly-elected 


}ruler of New York, is ardentiy op- 


posed to the big match. He has 
stated in positive terms that he 
would not permit the big fight to 
be held in New York state. He 
meant it. His objection was to the 
tremendous amcunt of money offer- 
ed for the purse and the huge gate 
receipts. Then the boxing commis- 
sion reduced the prices, refusing to 
permit more than $15 to be charged 
for championship bouts. ; 

In a way this fixing of\the price 
was an injustice to Rickard, who in 
good faith entered into an agree- 
ment to pay the boxers certain 
amount of money. The limiting of 
the price made it impossible for the 
promoters, Brady, Cochran and Rick- 
ard, to pay that sum and expenses 
without loss. That fact probably 
caused the withdrawal of Brady and 
Cochran from the arrangements. 
Rickard then took over the entire 
affair. 

Two Ways to Make It Pay. 

He has two chances to make 
money, if the price reduction and 
purse reduction satisfies Governor 
Miller. One is to get a larger pa- 
vilion and charge the moderate 
prices; the other is to get the box- 
ing commission to permit him “to 
charge more, [ have information 


that Rickard tntends to ask the 
comission to permit him to increase 
prices for the Dempsey-Carpentier 
battle, on the ground that he made 
his contract with the fighters based 
on old prices, and should be per- 
mitted to fulfill it on those same 
terms, 


build a big open air pavilion, how- 
ever, indicates that he fis not cer- 
tain ot winning that argument. 

What view Governor Miller will 
take under ihe new conditions is a 
problem, but I have no idea that his 
mind will change. It is one of those 
non-skid, non-changeable minds, 
and he was firmly set against per- 
mitting the battle. 

Just what means he would take to 
stop it I do not know: He will stop 
it, however, if he has to kill the 
boxing law and stop all boxing in 
order to accomplish his end; pro- 
vided he continues to think the big 
fight is a bad thing and mot want- 
ed by the people. 

In other words, Mr. Rickard takes 
chances in trying to stage the bout 
of killing the goose which has more 
lives than a thousand cats, 
Fichters Who Damage the Game. 

There is another peril to the box- 
ing game, Fact, is, the fighters who 
refuse to fig excepting for the 
mint and sub-treasury combined, 
and insist upon petne matched 
against setups, are oing their 
share to spoil their own sport. 

Take the ase of Johnny Kilbane. 
Johnny is a champion and a good 
little scout, and there have been a 
couple of generations of boys who 
have been trying for his crown, and 
he has grown old as a champ and 
found few who could give him an 
argument, 

In New York state, according to 
the New York boxing commission, 
the weight !s 126 pounds eight hours 
before the fight, meaning that a 
boy can weigh 126 pounds at 2 
o'clock, come back to 130 and fight 
as a 122-pounder., 

Johnny Dundee can make 126 at 2 
o’clock, and Dundee vs. Kilbane 
would be SOME scrap at those 
weights. The proposition was put 
up to Kilbane, and, in substance, he 
screamed: “Nothing doing! That 
bird is too tough. I'd rather knock 
over some of these setups.” 

That might be all right but for 
the fact that-Kilbane wants around 
$50,000 for battling fifteen rounds 
with one of these setups.

grazed over the eye by a bullet. 

The invaders, according to Mr. 
Albohns, claimed Miss King was the 
wife of one of the young men in 
the party. she was taken away in 
one of the automobiles after a cloak 
had been wrapped around her. 

The Albohns said they were 
aroused by banging at the front 
The family, fearing burglars, 


refused to respond. The intruders 
then broke in two of the windows 
and one let in the rest of: the party 
threugh the front door, which they 
opened from the inside. 

Albohns said that when he ran 
down the stairs and asked the in- 
vaders what they wanted, one of 
the men said he had come to get 
his wife, and described Miss King. 

Albohns declared the young wom- 
an was under his ‘protection and 
ordered the men away. His son then 
rushed up with a shotgun and open- 
ed fire. The men replied with pis- 
tols. Besides — Miss Al- 
'bons they riddled the inside of the 
‘room and narrowly missed other 
'members of the Albohns, family. 
Sweeping the Albohns out of the 
, way the kidnapers rushed up the 
‘stairs to Miss King’s room. When 
| she refused to open the door, they 
, broke up a bed, hattered down the 
door and carried her screaming 
downstairs to a. waiting automobile. 

The Albohns meanwhile tried to 
telephone for help, but found the 
wires cut. 

Albohns told the police that his 
son was slashed across the face 
with a razor and his daughter was 
knocked unconscious by one of the 
men armed wtih a piece of wood 
from a demolished bedstead. He said 
there were fifteen men in the in- 
vading party.

Hundred - Million - Dollar 
Appropriation Passed by 
Overwhelming Majority 
for Federal Aid to Roads.

,Washington, February 7.—A bill 
authorizing the appropriation of 
$100,000,000 for road improvements 
during the fiscal year 1922 was pass- 
ed today by the house, 278 to 58. 

The measure also would make 
available for an additional two 
years’ federal funds already allot- 
ted to states for road work, but not 
expended. Taken up under suspen- 
sion of rules, the bill needed a two- 
thirds vote for passage. 


NEW SALES PLAN 
FOR STOCK YARDS 


Washington, February 7.—Swift & 
Co. and Armour & Co. filed today 
with the District of Columbia su- 


sale of their stock yards interests 
in accordance with the terms of the 
consent degree agreed upon with the 
government more than a year ago. 

The plan is a substitute for the 
one recently disapproved by the 
court under which the interests 
would have been acquired by F. H. 
Prince & Co., Boston bankers. It 
contemplates appointment of sales 
agents to sell’‘the stock under su- 
pervision of trustees, who would 
have control of the stock, meantime, 
with authority to vote it, and who 
would receive $5,000 annually each. 

The sales agents would ‘give 
preference to buyers in this order: 
Live stock producers, stockholders 
in the yards, other than the defend- 
ants; common carriers serving the 
yards, loca] citizens or municipali- 
ties, or local syndicates.. 

; To Study Plan. 

The department of justice will be 
given time to study the new plan 
and, if objections are filed, argu- 
ment will be heard by the court be- 
fore a final decision is rendered. 

The stock yards interests which it 
is proposed to sell, and the price per 
share which would be asked for the 
stock, are: 

The St. Paul Union Stock Yards 
company, $100: Union Stock Yards 
company, of Omaha, Ltd., $110; St. 
Louis National Stock Yards, $120: 
Sioux City Stock, Yards company. 
preferred, $90; the Denver Union 
Stock Yards company, $90: Fort 
Worth Stock Yards company,. $100: 
Sioux City Stock Yards company, 
common, $40, and the Bourbon 
Stock Yards company, $80. 

Time for Completion. 

The time for completing the. sale 
would be fixed bythe court, but 
should the sales agents report ina- 
bility to dispose of the stock within 
the limit set, the court would extend 
he time, with the provisions of the 
Submitted plan remaining in effect. 

The trustees proposed under the 
plan would be appointed by the 
court, would number three, and the 
defendant companies would execute 
and deliver to them powers of attor- 
ney, irrevocable during the time the 
plan remained in effect, to vote the 


stock of the defendants, provided 
this voting power was exercised “in 
such manner as not to interfere with 
the management and conduct” of the 
stock yards. 

The defendants, Or sOme of them, 
ask for additional time in which to 
dispose of their holdings in stock 
yards other than those named.
